Market Report 


Market Report

At the shows 


Despite prior predictions, no major market 
trends emerged at the 1981 American Numis- 
matic Association Convention, held July 27 to 
August 2 in New Orleans, Louisiana. Most 
issues remained steady at present levels and 
superior specimens continued to command 
impressive premiums. A rarely-encountered 
1921-S Morgan Dollar in MS-67 condition, for 
example, traded hands at the $5,000 level, while 
an 1857 Standing Liberty Quarter in MS-67 
condition realized $5,750. Both prices were 
substantially higher than one or two months 
ago. In general, however, gem material was 
noticeably absent from the convention since 
dealers are still reluctant to let high-quality 
coins go at present prices. 


Normally, the ANA is a strong retail show, but 
this year the event consisted primarily of dealer- 
to-dealer transactions. Many attributed this to 
the New Orleans location, which is an area 
without a strong collector population. 


Business slowed considerably during the last 
two days of the convention. Most dealers chose 
to spend the time discussing the new federal law 
which, on December 31, eliminates rare coins 
and other hard assets from Keogh and IRA 
plans. (See related story.) A number of dealers 
began working on a lobbying effort to rescind 
the law, or come up with a compromise 
amendment. 


Gold 


Gold bullion, after dropping as low as $388 
during the past month, is currently at the $406 
level. This is still about $9 lower than our 
August report and, as predicted, bullion-related 
items (Kruggerands, Maple Leafs and Mexican 
Pesos) have adjusted accordingly. Collectible 
gold coins in grades of EF and above, if reason- 
ably priced, traded hands comfortably at 
current market levels. 


Many Want Lists included specimens struck at 
the Dahlonega Mint, along with circulated 


Liberty Head Double Eagles and Eagles, Saint- 
Gaudens Double Eagles, and both Indian Head 
and Liberty Head Half Eagles. At the ANA, 
New England Rare Coin Galleries sold an 
1870-CC Liberty Head Double Eagle in EF 


condition in the mid-five figure range. 


Silver 


Silver bullion, currently at the $8.90 level, 
jumped 15 cents since our last report. Properly- 
graded BU Uncirculated silver dollars continue 
to dominate trading activity in the collectible 
area and dealers are quite willing to exceed bid 
levels for exceptional pieces. 


Most rolls of circulated Walking Liberty Half 
Dollars, Franklin Half Dollars from 1959 to 
1964, Washington Quarters and Mercury Dimes 
are either trading at — or just below — current 
market levels. However, specimens in top 
condition can still realize slight premiums.

Tax Bill Restricts 
Coins In Keoghs, [RAs

As often happens with bills passed through 
Congress, many seemingly-inconsequential 
amendments have been attached to President 
Reagan’s new tax bill. One such amendment, 
introduced by Massachusetts Representative 
James Shannon, eliminates coins and other 
“tangible personal property” from Keoghs, IRAs 
and other retirement and pension programs 


after December 31, 1981. 


Until that date, the amendment has no effect 
upon investors who use rare coins and other 
hard assets in their retirement plans. You can 
still acquire and place rare coins in such plans. 
Also, until that date, you can still sell any coins 
in your retirement plan without taxation, as 
long as your profits are returned to the plan. 
What’s more, there will be no retroactive 
taxation on coins or other collectibles added to 
retirement plans or sold before December 31. 


As mentioned earlier, however, after December 
31 any hard assets added to your self-directed 
retirement plan will be treated — and taxed — 
by the government as distribution income.

It was in 1905, eleven years before the Mercury 
Dime first appeared, that the wheels started 
spinning for our coinage revamping effort. 
Roosevelt had met Augustus Saint-Gaudens, a 
renowned American sculptor, and shared with 
him his vision for our coinage. The President, 
who condemned contemporary designs as bland 
and unappealing, wanted our coins created in the 
spirit of those from ancient Greece and Rome. 


As a first step, Roosevelt commissioned Saint- 
Gaudens to prepare a coin design. Though as 
early as 1795 officials used independent artists

Weinman’s training continued as he studied 
under such famed artists as Charles Niehaus, 
Olin Warner, Daniel Chester French and, the 


master himself, Augustus Saint-Gaudens. 


Saint-Gaudens and Weinman collaborated on the 1904 
Theodore Roosevelt inaugural medal, which was created 
in the classic style of the Greeks. 


Saint-Gaudens truly believed in Weinman’s 
talents. In 1904, he asked the young artist to 
collaborate with him on an inaugural medal for 
Roosevelt. At the time, the President was 
unhappy with the official design created by 
Mint Engravers Charles Barber and George 
Morgan. Their medal, though lifelike, lacked 
the aesthetic appeal that Roosevelt wanted. In 
contrast, the Saint-Gaudens/ Weinman version 
was designed in the classic style of the Greeks. 
Roosevelt was thrilled with the final result, as 
he indicated in a letter to Saint-Gaudens: “I feel 
as if we had suddenly imported a little of 
Greece of the 5th or 4th century B.C. into 
America...” 


Besides the inaugural medal, Weinman’s list of 
artistic accomplishments is lengthy. He created 
the Lincoln Statue at Hudgenville, Kentucky, 
and the Statue of Alexander Cassatt in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Terminal in New York 
City. His indelible mark appears on the Library 
of Congress doors in Washington, D.C., and 
on dozens of other structures throughout the 
country. Weinman also created a number of 
medals including the J. Sanford Saltus Medal 
Award, first given in 1919 by the American 
Numismatic Society for excellence in the art of 
medal design. Appropriately enough, Weinman 
received the honor the following year. 


Because of his reputation as an impressive 
medallic and sculptural artist, few were sur- 
prised when Weinman won the 1916 Mint com- 


petition with his designs for the dime and half 
dollar. That same year, sculptor Hermon A. 
MacNeil was commissioned to design what later 
became known as the Standing Liberty 
Quarter. 


A break from tradition 


einman spent months perfecting his 
\ N / coin models. He paid particular 
attention to the dime designs, which 


differed considerably from previous American 
designs. When this coin was finally released for 
circulation in October, 1916, it was Weinman’s 
break from tradition that captured the eye of 
both the public and the numismatic fraternity. 


As one collector so aptly wrote in an issue of 
The Numismatist: “The new dime by Adolph 
A. Weinman is without doubt the finest exam- 
ple of our new coinage begun in 1907 with the 
advent of the $20 and $10 gold pieces . . . the 
head of Liberty in her Phrygian cap, orna- 
mented with wings, gives us on our new coins 
the most artistic conception yet arrived at.” 


The idea of crowning Liberty’s cap with wings, 
found on ancient Greek and Roman coins, was 
novel to America. Some people believed that 
Weinman, following the Saint-Gaudens school 
of thought, liked the effect of feathers in relief 
on his coins. (The full-feathered wings of his 
eagle on the reverse of the Walking Liberty Half 
Dollar support this view.) However, Weinman 
specifically stated that the wings symbolized 
liberty of thought. One numismatic writer com- 
pared the “winged head” to a similar depiction of 
Mercury on an early Roman coin. The name 
“Mercury Dime,” though inaccurate, stuck. 


The model used for Liberty was a young New 

York woman named Elsie Kachel Stevens. She 
and her husband, poet Wallace Stevens, had at 
one time rented an apartment from Weinman. 
Apparently, Weinman had completed a bronze 
bust of this attractive woman in 1913. She was

viewed as a classic beauty, with unusually 

decisive lips, a strong, yet sensitive chin, and a 
dignified manner. These qualities can easily be 
detected on the obverse of the Mercury Dime. 


The overall design is further enhanced by the 
word “LIBERTY,” which frames the goddess. 
The beautifully-spaced letters are engraved in a 
simple, yet ornamental, Roman style. Both the 
date, and the motto “IN GOD WE TRUST,” 
balance each other on the obverse, showing 
Weinman’s perceptive use of space. 


The reverse design, too, departs from American 
coinage tradition. Weinman chose to feature a 
“fasces,” or bundle of rods with a battle ax, 
which, since ancient Roman time, has symbol- 
ized unity and power. (The fasces was later 
adopted as the symbol of Mussolini’s Fascist 
party in Italy.) Weinman also included an olive 
branch to represent peace. It is interesting to 
note that an eagle had not ornamented the 
reverse of the dime since 1836. The Barber 
Dime, which preceeded Weinman’s version, had 
a simply-designed wreath on the reverse. 


The fasces did appear on a pattern half dollar by 
Anthony Paquet in 1858, but the emblem had 
never been included on a regular-issue American 
coin. In general, collectors applauded Weinman’s 
innovation, but some critics complained that the 
design was too complicated for such a tiny coin. 
As one numismatic writer explained: “At first 
glance it is hard to tell which is right side up, as 
the olive branch and the lictor’s fasces are so 
interwoven as to make the whole a confused 
jumble. Far better results could have been 
obtained if the spray had been much more 
simplified, rendered with only a few leaves, and 
not placed so closely around the fasces.” 


The value of ‘full bands”’ 
ithin the last decade, this emblem 
\ N / has been the object of a great deal 
of controversy in numismatic circles. 
The center bands holding the rods together on 


the fasces have become a major focal point 
when assessing the value of a Mercury Dime. 


Interestingly, there have been sharp disagree- 
ments on whether the “bandedness” of a dime 
is an appropriate criteria for the coin’s worth. 
In the past, some collectors tended to disregard 
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Mercury Dimes 
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this feature because it is on the reverse of the 
dime. They argued that critical areas should be 
restricted to the obverse of a coin, as in the 
case of the “full head” Standing Liberty Quarter 
or “full feathered” Indian Cent. 


On a fully banded Mercury Dime, the center horizontal 
crossbands are divided completely across the bundle of rods. 


In recent years, however, collectors have come 
to view a fully banded Mercury Dime as a 
prized possession. The premiums that accom- 
pany “full bands” are often astounding. 


For example, a 1945-P Mercury Dime, in MS-65 
condition, retails at about $15. This is far less 
than a second 1945-P specimen, in MS-65 con- 
dition with full bands, which is valued at about 
$2,620. A 1919-S dime, in MS-65 condition, 
currently retails at about $600, while another 


specimen, differing only with the addition of 
full bands, would command about at $5,750. 


Since the degree of banding directly affects the 
price of a coin, this is where the majority of 
counterfeiting attempts occur on the Mercury 
Dime. Forgers have been known to take a 
weaker struck coin and, with a razor blade, cut 
a split in the bands. A deep split, with little or 
no rounding in the bands, could indicate an 
altered coin. 


Today, few collectors or investors attempt to 
assemble a complete, 80-piece set of Mercury 
Dimes in Uncirculated condition. A number of 
issues, particularly those with low mintages, are 
both elusive and costly. The key to the series, 
for instance, is the 1916-D which has a mintage 
of 264,080. (This is the lowest mintage of any 
dime since 1894.) An MS-65, full-banded 
specimen currently retails around $15,000. 
Without full bands, a 1916-D in MS-65 


condition would command about $6,000. 


Other rarities include the 1921-P and D issues, 
both of which have mintages of just over one

million. Considered semi-keys to the series, the 
two retail at about $6,000 in MS-65 condition 
with full bands. The 1926-S, with a mintage of 
1,520,000, is also among the more difficult 
Mercury Dime issues to obtain in Uncirculated 
condition. A fully banded, MS-65 specimen is 
valued at about $6,250. 


1942/41 overdate 


Collectors attempting to complete a full set 
would also have to obtain two other highly 
valued coins — the 1942/41 overdates struck at 
the Philadelphia and Denver mints. Both were 
issued during World War II, shortly after the 
Japanese attacked Pearl Harbor. Late in 1941, 
when Mint engravers were preparing dies for 
the next year, the government decided to 
remove copper and nickel from our coinage and 
use the metal for the war effort. This sudden 
decision resulted in a great deal of confusion at 
the Philadelphia Mint and some of the dime 
dies for 1941 were re-engraved with a 1942 date. 
Though the error was discovered during pro- 
duction, an unknown number of 1942/41 dimes 
had already been released. A valuable Denver 
overdate, in MS-65 condition with full bands, 
retails at about $12,500. A Philadelphia 
specimen, similarly graded, is valued at $10,700. 


Because the Mercury Dime series is peppered 
with a number of costly rarities, many new- 
comers find it sufficiently challenging to put 
together an Uncirculated “short set” from 1934 
to 1945. This 35-piece collection is relatively 
affordable and reasonably easy to obtain. 
Today, a buyer can assemble a “short set” in 
MS-65 condition for just over $2,000. The 
hobbyist seeking fully banded specimens, how- 
ever, would have to pay substantially more. 
(The “short set” excludes the 1942/41 overdates 
and the 1945 Micro “S” mintmark.) 
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Over the years, Mercury Dimes have enjoyed a 
flourishing collector base. Hobbyists, drawn by 
the coin’s unusual, aesthetic design, historically 
have been willing to pay premium prices for top 
specimens. These buyers have, in turn, served 
as catalysts for upward price movement. In a 
1960 issue of A Guide Book of United 
States Coins by R.S. Yeoman, for example, a 
buyer could assemble a “short set” of Mercury 
Dimes for under $60. As previously indicated, 
the market value of this set has multiplied 
several times in the last two decades. 


Currently, the Mercury Dime series is experi- 
encing a price lull, but many top specimens are 
still commanding substantial premiums. Astute 
collectors and investors, however, view this as 
an opportune time to buy. They realize that 
Mercury Dimes offer much collector appeal, a 
factor that clearly contributes to the future 
financial value of the series.

New England Adds 


To Auction Services 


The fall season will be an unusually busy time 
for New England Rare Coin Auctions. Besides 
hosting two major sales during the next several 
weeks, our auction division is gearing up for an 
exciting new service to benefit collectors. 


Beginning with the Long Beach II Sale, sched- 
uled October 1-3 in Long Beach, California, 
New England’s auction catalogs will include a 
special offering of low-to-medium priced coins 
available to mail bidders only. Items offered in 
this new category are expected to draw bids 
averaging $100. 


In the past, most coins in this price range were 
grouped together in our auction catalogs, and 
then offered on the auction floor. Buyers often 
had to purchase entire lots just to obtain one or 
two specimens. However, our Long Beach II 
catalog will have a separate section featuring 


433 “mail bid only” lots, each of which will be 


accompanied by an accurate description. 


New England’s standard bidding procedures will 
apply to the coins offered in this section, except 
that no limit bids will be accepted. What makes 
this new service particularly exciting, however, 
is that these coins will also be exhibited at the 
auction so floor bidders can place bids. For the 
first time, bidders will be able to view these low- 
to-medium priced coins prior to submitting bids. 
(These bidders will also follow standard mail bid 
rules, since the coins will not be sold on the 
auction floor.) 


In addition to the “mail bid only” coins, the 
Long Beach II Sale will feature an impressive 
array of higher-priced rarities. The copper 
specialist, in particular, will be pleased with the 
wide range of offerings. 


Highlights include a group of 1804 Draped Bust 
Half Cents which range in grades of MS-60 to 
MS-65 and still exhibit the original red mint 
lustre. These four coins were recently discovered 
in the Boston area and have never been offered 
on the market.

Another treasure expected to turn bidder’s 
heads is an 1793 Wreath Cent (Sheldon-11B) in 
VF-35. This specimen, which has clean, evenly- 
toned chestnut brown surfaces, is extremely rare 
in this grade. 


The connoisseur of early copper will be very 
impressed with seven 1821 Large Cents, includ- 
ing both Newcomb-! and 2 varieties, in MS-60 
to MS-63. These coins, also discovered in the 
Boston area, exhibit from 50% to virtually full 
mint red lustre. They are among the finest 
known from this elusive date. 


More than 100 Indian Cent specimens are also 
expected to draw considerable bidder attention. 
Several of these coins are from the ex-B. Max 
Mehl collection. 


A stunning selection of early U.S. Proof sets, 
dating from 1879 to 1912, should command 
substantial premiums. Many of the coins show 
beautiful iridescent toning and flawless surfaces. 
One highlight is an 1895 set with an Indian 
Cent and Liberty Nickel in Proof-65, and a 
Barber Quarter and Barber Half Dollar all in 
Proof-67. The set also includes a Proof-67 
Morgan Dollar, one of only 800 known to exist 
in Proof condition. 


1921 Morgan Dollar 


The silver dollar collector will find several rare 
silver dollars, including a 1921 Morgan Dollar 
in Proof-65. This coin is an authentic Farran 
Zerbe proof and is part of a mintage of less 
than 200 pieces. An MS-65 specimen of the 
exceptionally elusive 1929-S Walking Liberty 
Half Dollar, unusual in this state of preserva- 
tion, is also expected to draw attention on the 
auction floor. 


The gold specialist will be equally pleased with 
the Long Beach II offerings. One specimen, an 
extremely rare 1798 Early $22 gold piece (Wide 
Date, 5 Berries), will be available in VF-25. 


New England Auction Report 


Specimens from this issue are very difficult to 
obtain in any condition. About five coins from 
this particular variety are known to exist. 


Participating in the world coin portion of the 
sale should also be rewarding for the hobbyist. 
Buyers will find 270 lots of unusual specimens, 
including a number of Thaler Proofs from the 
early German states. In the area of British 
coinage, a rare 1826 Crown in Proof-60 should 
attract spirited bidding. This issue is sought by 
both crown and type collectors. 


The wide selection of U.S. currency offerings 
will include a rarely-encountered 1896 set of 
Educational Notes in Choice New condition. 
These beautiful $1, $2, and $5 silver certificates 
display wide, even margins and virtually perfect 
centering.

Proponents of the amendment argue that only 
by investing retirement plans in “productive 
assets,” like stocks, do consumers keep their 
money circulating within the nation’s economy. 
Clearly, New England Rare Coin Galleries 
disagrees with this philosophy. Our company 
employs 175 people whose salaries and savings 
accounts contribute to the local and national 
economy. In addition, as a collectible dealer, 
New England owns stocks and bonds and has 
commercial bank accounts like all businesses. 
The money in these accounts goes to create the 
same productive assets and jobs that the 
amendment purports to create. 


New England welcomes an increase in discre- 
tionary income that would create funds 
available for investment, which is the intention 
of President Reagan’s tax bill. However, not 
only is Rep. Shannon’s amendment contrary to 
the spirit of the rest of the bill, but not a single 
investor, collector, or dealer was asked to testify 
to give opposing points of view when the 
amendment was presented to Congress. 


New England is now joining together with 
other collectible dealers in a lobbying effort to 
have that portion of the tax bill rescinded or 
amended. As always, we believe collectibles are 
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a valuable resource for risk-diversification, to be 
used as part of an overall investment strategy. 
We hope you will write to your Congressman 
and let him know you do not approve of the 
elimination of an entire class of investments 
from Keogh and IRA eligibility — a class of 
investments which has helped thousands of 
investors stay ahead of inflation throughout the 
past 20 years.

Commemoratives 


The silver commemorative market has stabilized 
somewhat and buyers are easily filling their 
Want Lists with MS-65 specimens. However, 
coins in MS-67 condition and above are still 
commanding substantial premiums when they 
appear on the market. Gold commemoratives in 
Uncirculated condition continue to be sought 


by both dealers and hobbyists. 


Copper 


In this area of the market, Flying Eagle Cents 
in Proof condition are leading the way in price 
advances. These coins, which are among the 
rarer issues to obtain, have become increasingly 
appealing to the type collector. At the ANA 
convention, an 1858 specimen in Proof-67 con- 
dition traded hands for an impressive $8,500. 


Currency 

Dealers are still unwilling to sell high-quality 
notes at present levels, which was clearly the 
case at the ANA convention. When a gem 
Large Size Note was offered for sale, it was 
usually priced at yesterday’s higher levels. 
However, most experts agree that this area of 
the market has bottomed out, and prices will 
begin to stabilize. 


World Coins 


Despite the fact that many foreign dealers and 
collectors chose not to attend the ANA con- 
vention, prices maintained a steady pace for 
sellers who had choice material available. 
Activity was particularly strong for choice Mint 
State Swiss silver and gold coins. Japanese gold 
and silver specimens, Latin and South 
American gold coins and German Weimar com- 
memorative three and five marks also drew 
considerable attention. However, the demand 
for lower-priced numismatic gold coins has 
slowed somewhat.
